4th, 
makes known that the Khone has 
broken through its bunks, and covered 
60,000 acres in the arrondissement of 
Arles with its waters, causing losses 
estimated at several millions of francs. 
The Marseilles mails, which ought to 
have arrived in Paris on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, did not reach the - 
office till between +3 and 4 o'clock on 
Saturday afternoon. They were un- 
able to get into Avignon, which was 
on the 3ist ult., 
and after losing a considerable time 
at Tain and Valence, were only able 
to make their way through the bye- 
roads.
